Number of prisoners on hand at the 
beginning of the period wore totalled 
at 2,926 and the number on November 
30 was 2,998 an increase of 72 in­ 
mates, it Is pointed aid. 
The detail of the report follows: 
"Thirty-nine prisoners 
were 
sen­ 
tenced for grand larceny, and 38 for 
burglary. There were 24 new prison­ 
ers sentenced for murder, in the sec­ 
ond degree, and 17 of assault to mur­ 
der. Five of the 380 new prisoners 
were cónvieted of having more than 
one wife. 
"Six of the prisoners had life sen­ 
tences. There were three fifty year 
sentences committed, one forty-year, 
end six for 25-years. The number of 
prisoners in which the jury fixed the 
punishment was 49, and the number 
iri which the punishment was fixed 
by *:he trial judge w 13 261. 
“Of the 2,998 prisoners confined in 
the penitentiary on November 30th, 
there were 875 white men,*1,984 negro 
men, nine white women, and 130 negro 
women. 
“One hundred and twenty-seven of 
the white men and 183 of the negro 
men were committed during the pe­ 
riod covered by the report.
